We have been under the impression (from our Own observation) 
that the primary purpose of a Chamber of Commerce is to “publi- 
its community’s advantages to an outside world. We have known 
these organizations to render many a kindly service to inquiring vi- 
sitors as well as to those who wish to live in the locality. Hardly a 
day passes at the RECORDER that some one does not ask us to 
direct them to the Co. of #0. in Menlo Park. 

But we seem to be growing without this advertising. While there 
is still a lot of vacant land on which to build homes, and quite a bit 
of unoccupied industrial property along the railroad, we yet continue 
to increase and expand without any C. of C. plugging. The enthusi- 
asm of Menloites for their homeland is our best recommendation. 

Perhaps what we need more than to “sell” Menlo Park to the out- 
side world is to sell it to ourselves. Our many business men are a 
friendly and progressive group. From where we sit they appear to 
wish to pull together for the best good of the community and each 
other. If their cooperation has not been paraded it is only because it 
lacks leadership. Give them a vital cause and they will rally to its 
support. 

Start a Merchant’s organization where our business men and Wo- 
men can meet and discuss local conditions, trends, possibilities and 
problems and the good fellowship of our town’s trades people will be 
apparent. It will also be surprising how many and varied will be the 
helpful suggestions presented when the gang gets together. And we 
know of on better way to support international unity than by dem- 
onstrating democracy at home. 


Shame And Honest Pride 


John T. Walker, the Veteran whose half-built home in Dumbarton 
Oaks was burned by subversives, may reap intangible compensations, 
We hope so. We hope that the attention drawn to the intolerable si- 
tuation may so benefit other Negroes in this area that Walker will 
feel his personal misfortunes to have brought increasing fair-play 
to his people. 

Shame and honest pride seem far apart, yet every decent citizen 
must have felt both since this cowardly attack last Friday. Shame— 
that such an evil could have struck so near our home. Pride—in the 
immediate protesting action of groups and individuals up and down 
the peninsula who refuse to wink at wickedness. 

No K.K.K. (or other race-hatred clumps) shall operate in Califor- 
nia and get away with it. In righteous wrath we join forces to punish 
the guilty as soon as they are apprehended. Better still, for the sake 
of our faith in man, in this concerted action we can glimpse the 
growing number of fine fair-minded people on the west coast who 
abhor racial intolerance and who take a strong stand for fair play. 


it Is Not Over 


Our sympathies are always with workers who labor under the 
earth. No place seems worse than a coal mine as a location in 
which to earn one’s living. 

Without denying the disagreeableness of the environment the 
National Coal Association (as quoted by Industrial New Review) 
gives a few facts relative to the “long hours and starvation wages” 
that make “news” to us. We print them here for others who may 
not be informed on this subject:— 

“In August, the average weekly earnings of bituminous coal 
miners was $52.37—a higher average weekly earnings figure than 
any other industry in the United States. It was 161.18 per cent 
higher than in 1939. 

The rise in the cost of living between 1939 and August, 1946, on 
the other hand, was 44.6 per cent, according to the Bureau of La- 
bor Statistics, 

It has been said that the miners must work a 54-hour week— 
because some mines work six days a week—some weeks. But very 
few miners work all of the six days. In June, for example, for 
which government figures are available, the average work week 
was 42.9 hours. 

Again, one hour of the nine-hour work day is spent, theoreti- 
cally at least, in traveling back and forth to the working place. 
That means that while the miner actually works only eight 
hours, he gets paid for nine, 

Lastly, the standard work week in the industry is now 35 hours 
and all time worked over 35 hours is paid for at the rate of one 
and one-half.” 

If these are facts (as they are assumed to be) they indicate that 
the United Mine Workers leadership is not so much concerned with 
hours and wages as with its bargaining power With a great industry 
and its dictatorial status in the United States.

Christmas toys are somewhat of 
a problem. this year, indicating 
that even Santa Claus has had dif- 
ficulty in converting to peacetime 
production. Here’s a summary of 
qualities to look for among the 
available supply. 

If you are lucky enough to find 
a well-made tricycle, wagon or car 
to fit your pre-school child, it’s a 
good investment. The child _ will 
have years of healthful bodybuild- 
ing play with it. But beware of 
poorly constructed toys. They are 
not safe, and won't last long 
enough to justify their cost. 

Ask the clerk to lift off the hub 
caps so that you can see is the 
wheels are fastened with strong 
cotter pins to a sturdy metal axle. 
See that the handle bar, steering 
rod, or tongue is secure enough to 
permit safe steering. Look for bal- 
anced construction which prevents 
dangerous tipping. 

Durability is important in smal- 
ler playthings, too. Any toy which 
breaks easily teaches destructive- 
ness and impatience. In wooden or 
plastic boats, air planes, trains, etc. 
this means simple design with a 
minimum of parts which come off 
easily. 

In dolls it means non-breakable 
materials with washable surfaces, 
and strong joints. Real hair and 
realistic eyes reduce the play value 
of a doll for a very little girl. Rub- 
ber dolls are still very scarce, and 
most of the current offerings are 
cloth-covered. Before you put them 
under the Christmas tree, dirt- 
proof them with a coat of shellac, 
or a bath in liquid wax. Grocers

Call For Blood Donors 


,The San Mateo County Blood 
Bank has sent over 14.000 pints of 
plasma and whole blood for trans- 


fusion to hospitals since its open< 
ing four years ago. Over 7000 units 
of this heve gone for emergency 
needs of civilians in local hospitals 
This is the report that came to the 
RECORDER this week from Ber- 
tha Hanzlik, secretary of the or- 
ganization. 

According to the report the pic- 
ture is as follows: If a member of 
your family is in serious need of 
blood infusion the blood can usu- 
ally be obtained at the county blood 
bank. For each pint of plasma or 
whole blood a deposit of $30.00 is 
expected. Of this amount $7.50 is 
used to defray the cost of drawing. 
processing, typing and providing 
the blood. The balance of $22.50 is 
refunded to the former patient as 
soon as a member of the family or
